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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
amendments/arguments overcome the previously applied rejection based on Yamamoto in view 
of Kishita et al. As per independent claim 1, the prior art does not teach the refrigeration system 
combination as recited, and in particular wherein the normal operation is carried out while 
storing the recovered oil in the recovery container after the recovery operation and wherein the 
system further comprises a compressor control section for stepwise increasing the operating 
capacity of the compressor up to a predetermined capacity in an initial stage of the recovery 
operation so that an abrupt drop of the refiigerant temperature in the low pressure side of the 
refrigerant circuit is suppressed.
